Avsassin of Editor of the Figaro 
Stands Trial for Murder 


PRESENTS TIMID LOOKING 
APPEARANCE IN COURT 


Paris, July 20.— Proceedings open- 
ing the trial of Mine, Calliwux for ee 
murder, on March 16, of Gaston Ca - 
mette, editor of the Wigaro, started at 
noon today in the Vance of Justice, 
with Judge Louis, Albanél acting as 
president of the cotirt. 

The dfimatic setting of the affairs 
involving political intrigues in whieh 
the prisoner's husband, ai = former 
French premier and minister” of 
finance, was a prominent figure, has 
made the case a sensational = one. 
Added to this was the runrored threat 
of Royalist hot-heads to create a dis- 
turbance during the trial and the ex-

of fixing east-bound rates on freight 
from ports of call in Japan to Pacific 
coast ports in Canada and the United 
States, has developed an interesting 
situation which may have far- ch- 
ing results and in which are elements 
that may possibly lead to a rate war 
on eastbound traffic, is the opinion of 
Gordon B, Johnson, Canadian trade 
commissioner at Yokohama. 

There were nine companies in the 
conference, including the Blue Fun- 
nel, the C.R.1I’. royal mail steamship 
line and other The withdrawal 
from the conference of the former 
company at the end of May is sald to 
have been due to the behaviour of 
one of the Japanese lines, which is 
alleged to have been’ giving secret re- 
bates to certain shippers in contra- 
vention of the conference agreement 

The Blue Funnel, since Hs with- 
drawal, has cut the rates on silk and 
tea. To meet this cut, the confer- 
ence lines have decided to pay a de- 
ferred rebate of 20 per cent, to all 
shippers of silk and tea, the payment 
to be made on November 30 next, 

Instead of causing a complete 
break-up of the conference, the with- 
drawal of the blue Funnel line has 
had the effect of consolidating the 
remaining lines and a freight § rate 
war between the two seems not un- 
likely.
